11-1 PURPOSE|AND SCOPE 


f ; 
The Sheriff is giv: the statutory discretion to issue a license to carry a concealed firearm 
to residents within Yolo County. This policy will provide a written process for the 
application and issuance of such licenses, Pursuant to Penal Cofle 12050.2, this policy — 
shall be made accessible to the public. a 


11-2 QUALIFIED APPLIC S

In order to apply for a license carry a concealed weapon, the applicant must: 





a. Bea resident of Yolo County. 

b. Beat least 21 years ofiage. 

c. Fully complete an application that will include substantial personal information. 
Much of the information in the application may be subjéct to public access under 
the Public]Records Act. | 

d. Be free from criminal convictions that would disqualifyjthe applicant f om 

' carrying alconcealed apou. Fingerprints will be requifed and a complete 
criminal background check will be conducted. |

f Show good cause for the issuance of the license. 

g. Pay all associated application fees. These fees are set by statute and may not be 
refunded if the application is denied. 

h. Provide proof of owne ship and registration of any weapon to be licensed for 
concealment. . : 

. Provide at least three letters of character reference, | 

j. Be free from any med and psychological conditions that might make the 
applicant unsuitable for carrying a concealed weapon, 

k. Complete required training. 


11-3 CRITERIA

The application process for a license to carry & concealed|weapon shall consist of 
several steps. Upon completion of each step, the applicant will advance to the next 
step until the process is ¢ompleted or the application is denied.

B. — shall demonstrate his/her knowledge of firearms safety and 
' proficiency in the handling of the firearm intended to be licensed. This is 
accomplished by providing a certificate showing they|have successfully 
compl ed a concealed weapons firearms course recognized and approved by 
the Yolo County Sheriff's Department. |

b. After completing the firearms course, the individual ab plying for a license shall 
fully complete a Concealed Weapons License Applicdtion to be signed under 
penalty of perjury. It is against the law to knowingly thake any false statements 
on such an applicatiqn. Penal Code 12051 (b) & (c). Halse statements will be 
cause for denial of the application.

c. At the time the completed application ig submitted, the applicant shall provide 
the course certificate of proficiency and pay the non-refundable department fee 
to cover| administrative and investigative costs. The a tplicants shall also submit 
at least three signed letters of character reference fror individuals other than 
' relatives. | 







d. The application will processed and reviewed for cdmpleteness and validity. 

_ Ifthe application meets the criteria to proceed, an interview with the Sheriff or 

his designee will be scheduled. If the application doed nat meet the criteria, the 
applicant will be notified in writing that it is denjed. |

e. Ifthe Sheriff or his designee feels there is sufficient rdz son to grant the license, 
the applicant will be|jscheduled for a Livescan fingerptint and photo 
appointinent. At the time of the fingerprinting and phe tographing appointment, 
the applicant shall pay the remainder of the non-refuntlable application fee. 
Payment of related fees may be waived, if the applicant is a duly appointed 
reserve peace officer as defined in Penal Code 830.6(4) or (b) or Penal Code 
12050(a)(1)(C).

11-7 AMENDMENTS TO LICENSES 





Any licensee may apply to amend a license at any time dv ing the period of validity 
by completing and submitting a written application for license amendment along 
with the current processing fee to the Department in ordertte accomplish one or more 
of the following: 
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a. Add otdelete auth rity to ealry-a firearm listed on e license, 
b. Change restrictions or conditions previously placed gn the license. 
c. . Change the addresg or other personal information ofthe licensee. 
In the event that any amehdment to a valid license is approwed by the Sheriff, a new 
license will be issued reflecting the amendment(s), An amdndment to any license 
will not serve to extend the original expiration date and an application for an 
amendment will not constituté an application for renewal df the licerise. 

11-8 REVOCATION OF LICENSES

a, . If the licensee has Violated any of the restrictions or conditions placed upon

b. If the licensee becomes medically or psychologically unsuitable to CAITY a 
concealed weapon | 

c. if the licensee is determined to be within a prohibitdd class described in Penal 
Code 12021 or 12021 (a) or Welfare and Institutions Code 8100 or 8103. 


d. If the licensee engages in any conduct which involves a lack of good moral 
character or mightlotherwise remove the good causd for the origina: issuance 
of the llicense. | 

e. Ifthe licoment establishes residency outside of Yolo| County.

The issuance! of a license|by the Sheriff shall not entitle thd holder to either a 
property or liberty interest as the issuance, amendment or sevocation of such license 
remains exclasively within the discretion of the Sheriff as ¢et forth herein. 


If the licenselis revoked, the Department will immediately notify the licensee and the

11-9 LICENSE RENEW! 


Pnor to the expiration of any valid license to carry a concebled weapon, the licensee 
may apply to the Sheriff for a renewal by completing the following process: 


a. Complete a department authorized concealed weapans training course of no 
less than four hours including firearms saiety and the laws regarding the 
permissible use ofla firearm. Applicants must provide a certificate showing 
proficiency with the firearm listed on the application.. 

b. Complete the department renewal application unde penalty of perjury. 

c. Applicant will be interviewed to verify the on-going need for the license and 
to clarify any questions about the application.

license, an appointment will be made to verify the veapons and issue the

e, if a submitted manual ink fingerprints ahd has not since submitted 
Livestan automated fingerprints, the applicant will be scheduled fora - :

_The applicarit must apply no later than thirty (30) days pridr to the expiration of his 
or her license. A grace period of 60 days after the expiratidn may be granted as long 
as valid reasons exist and the applicant notifies the depariment prior to the 
expiration. 4 grace period does not extend the license expiration date. Prior issuance 
of a license shall not entitle any licensee to any property o¥ liberty right to renewal.

Whether an application for renewal is approved or denied, the applicant shall be 

notified in i within|ninety (90) days of the renewal application or within thirty 

(30) days after receipt of the applicant’s criminal background check from DOJ, 

whichever is later (Penal |Code 12052.5), |
